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Applicant's arguments filed 9/26/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant's argues that the examiner has not addressed the previous arguments 
with particularity. The examiner disagrees. As the examiner has stated previously, there is no 
statement in the specification which refers to a "fluid swivel formation" object or a "concave 
space". The examiner cannot find any support for a pivoting action or how a space can be 
concave. Regarding claim 58, the applicant argues that the examiner's combination is not proper 
because there is no teaching in the references as to how to control the new pressure distribution. 
The applicant's arguments are not particularly relevant or pertinent as no statement was made 
about the pressure distribution in the rejection. Regarding the applicant's arguments concerning 
the centering guide, figures 2 and 2a illustrate the limitations as claimed. The figures illustrate 
the centering guide is adjusted. Regarding claim 59 the applicant has not shown how the 
different levels provide an advantage in the originally filed disclosure. Additionally, examination 
on the merits has ended. It should be kept in mind that applicant cannot, as a matter of right, 
amend any finally rejected claims or add new claims after a final rejection (37 CFR 1.1 16). In 
the response the applicant has added new claims 60 and 61 with no justification. The applicant 
has failed to provide good and sufficient reasons why the amendment adding the claims is 
necessary and was not earlier introduced (37 CFR 1.1 16(b). Therefore, the amendment will not 
be entered. 
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
